Eaton, whom the Bulletin so heartily supported in his en- 
deavor to secure a franchise, is interested. 

There are very few natural gas fields in the world where 
the continuity of the flow can be relied upon. For some} 
reason which has no scientific explanation there come times | 
in almost all gas fields when the gas for short periods will) 
cease to flow. Something like this happened in the Niagara | 
district a year ago last Christmas during one of the coldest | 
spells that that country ever experienced, much to the dis- | 
comrort of the residents. 

Should natural gas be dependent in this vicinity and 
should the homes of Edmonton be dependent on gas for) 
heating it can be easily seen that a sudden discontinuance of | 
the supply or a break in the pipe line in January would be) 
littie short of a calamity. 

Should Edmonton instal a hydro-electric power plant 
up the river somewhere the city would not think of  dis- 
mantling the present power plant, but would maintain it as 
auxiliary, and for just the-same reason, should the city insta] 
an artificial gas plant and afierwards natural gas be discov-/ 
ered the city would not scrap the artificial plant.

Repairs to the filter plant should be 
undertaken during tho present winler, 
and must be in the opinion of Engi-
